Mr. J. M. Maclean; formorly editor of the 
Buwbay Gazette, writes on able, if somewhat. | 
_prejadiced, article in the May issue of the; 
Magosine of Commerce. He contends that thia 
railway isa blow to onr commorcial supremacy 
in the Far East, ond concludes:— . 

We have been in the: habit of regarding 
Russia 28 nothing but an overgrown military 
empiro, bit her efforts for many years past 
have beon mninly devoted to the preseention of, 
works of industrial activity. The Crimean War 
was an excellent lesson for hor, It taught her ber 
own weakness, threw her back urou herself, and 
compelled her to study the means of making 
the world reccgpixo bor real greatness, It 
seems absurd now’ to remember thot tho Wes- 
fern Powors of Europe imagined thoy ¢ ald 
cripple Russis for oll time and tind all het 
maritime sxpivatious in chains by shutting hor 
up within, the frozen waters of the Baltic and 
the jealonsly-guarded portal of tho Black Sea. 
Russia hrs since made use of her restored 
strength and the friendship of France to burst 
in piecea the bond by. which the Treaty of Paris 
essayeil to fetler her young limbs. Sho lins also 
madethe Black Sea completely bor own. Tho 
Turkish fldg ouly flies there by her permirsion. 
The whole coast, from the Balkene right round 
threngh the now cmoncipated provinces of 
Turkey, o the Cancasas apd the annexed Tur- 
kish territory Letween Kars end Batoum, now 
belongs to the Russian Empire, The Caucosas, 
onev the home of bands cf intractablo brigands, 
has beon cor quered, cpened out, end traversed 
by railways, .At Baku, on the’ Caspian, the 
discovery of perennial wells of of] bas enriched 
the whole country, and converted 6 poor, decay- 
ing town into a popalons and wealthy’ city. 
The whole of the rich province of Khorasan, in 
Northern Persia, has practically become Russian; 
new lines of railway on both banks are surmount- 
ing the break of tho Caspian Bea.’ The whole 
of the fertile country of Central Asis, down to 
the mountuinous barrier of the Hindu Khush, 
is now Russian torritory. Tho officers: of the 
‘Tear are eogerly pushing forward the construc- 
tion of the trunk line from Urenburg to Tash- 
kend, which wil] complete railv sycommunication 
from Mescow to the Oxus, and which, but for 
Afghan prejudice, fcstered by the stupid policy 
of the Government cf Indie, which seeks’ to 
urect 9 sort of Chinese wall at the Himalayas to 
protect the Indian frontier, would qaickly link 
togother the Russian aud Indian railway systems, 
completo ap, overland line from Calais toCalcatta, 
and <«nable English travellers to reach the 
Indian capital in lees than 10 duys’ time. All 
this truly marvellous work of putting new life 
into Asin hna now bern crowned by the 
frem Europe tothe Pacifiv coast of China. It 
is charitable ‘to suppose that Mr. Arthur Bal- 
four little know what he was talking about 
when he invited Russin to take possession of 
Port Arthur. He was not merely giving away 

s strategical position, but admitting Russia to 
share with England the wastery of tho Pacific, 
No wonder he was taken at his werd, For 200 
years the main object of Russian policy had 
beou to gain admission to a freo’ port on the 
ocean, ‘This was tho secrot of Russia's constant 
yearning to reach the Persian Golf, and the 
rélentless vigour with which sbe pitilessly 
astailed Turkey till sho became mistress of the 
Black Sen and. the- chanel into the Mediter- 
ranean.

For, years 
the Ruesian ships eniling from Odesen to the 
Far Eart. havo been crow ded with families of 
emigrants from Southorn Dussia, who have 
gone under the protection of the Tear, and with 
special gifts, to settle in anew country. Siberia, 
it has been proved, has plenty “of good agricul. 
tural Jand und mineral wéalth'and in the tém- 
perate latitndes to the south, far from the 
‘Arctic Sen, white workers cua live and prosper. 
Here, then, Russia ix quietly building up o 
new kingdom, Her supremacy over Northern 
China, too, is now completa, Her commerce 
with that immense and prosperous empire hos 


hitherto been limited to a few caravans arriving 
once a year at tho fair of Nijpi Novgorod. 
Now she can exchange freely gcols carried by 
train with. all tbe products of Clineso labour 
and ingenuity. It iz, no douk, porsible to.

they werabefore.” J.irutenunt Armatrong mon- 
tions that only a select fev amongst our officers

INTERESTING COMMERCIAL 
CASE, : 
—_—~—— 

In the King’s Bench Division of the High 
Court of Justice recently Mr, Justice Walton 
had before him the case of Clark and another v. 
Nichola, which was an avtion to recover 
£120 22s, Bd. for goods (fisnnel) “sold and 
delivered. 

Tho plaintiffs trate es Clark &- Struthers 
at Glesgow,, aud the defendants, Messrs. C. A. 
and H. Nichols, are ¢dxport merchants at 
Peninsula House, Monument Strevt, F.C. It 
appeared that contracts on which the action war 
based wore entered into ia July ond Augu-t, 
1900, ond by them the plaintiffs agreed to 
manufacture and soil the defendavts » qnaatity 
of fisunel. The total nmouut of the account for 
the flannel was £447 12a. 3d. of which £327 had 
been paid, and pluintifis now sued for the 
balance, Iho goods wore, it appeared, to com- 
ply with ordors recaived by the defendants from 
castomers in Japau. The defendants snid the 
goods supplied wore not in accordance with the 
samples submitted, but were inferior in quality. 
consistency, fini-h, snd design, They also said 
it waa agreed between them that in considera- 
tion of the defendants shipping the flannel to 
Japan the plnintiffe ‘would indemnify them 
against all claims which wight be made against 
dofeudants by their buyers, They (defendants) 
said they bad had to make their buyers in 
Japan ‘an allowance of 2d; por yard by xeasoa of 
the goods not being. up to sample, and that that 
allowance amounted to £119 7s, 8d. They had 
had on arbitration which had cost £3 12s. 9d., 
and under the indemnity they counter-cluimed 
£123 as damages. s 

Mr. Hame Willisms, in reply, said plaintiffs’ 

contentioncwas that the goods wero in accord- 
ance with tho samples on which the orders were 
givev. They also denied that defendants had 
sd to make the allowauce stated to their cus- 
tomers in Japan, or that they had suffered any 
damage whatever; 
. Mr, Christopher Rhode:, a manufacturer's 
ageut, called for the defendants, said that he 
considered thot 2d. per yard was fair allowance 
to make on the flannel. It wonld not be fair to 
call the material flanveletto; it was what was. 
known 09 union flannel. Cross-examined: He 
was not aware that six agents in Japan made 
large prolits out of this allowance. A fair 
allowance in Englond wonld havo been 13d. 
per yard es compared with pure flannel. There 
was both wool and cotton in the material. 

‘Mr. Charley Beswick, salesmen for textile 
s with Mensrs, Lonis Bohrens ond Co,, of 
Manchester, esid ha had exainined the samples 
nd tho bulk, and be found-the latter not equal 
to tho samples, It contained fewer threads of 
wool, He himeelf would not have passed 
the bulk. Cross-examinvd: The bulk of: this 
-firm’s bnalness was in cotton.. They did not 
manefecture woollen goods, but they dealt in 
fiannels. nion flanuclg wera 2 mixtnre of 
cotton nnd wool. He would not say that tho 
bulk contained more wool than therample. He 
bad not tested by weight. Apart from the

A conversation ensued, and the testing 
houaes at Manchester, Glasgow, Bradford, Leeds, 
Hudderstield aud Rochdale were enggested, but 
tho junior counsal, in the absence of theirlenders, 
failed to agree as to tha sourco whonca the

IN ENGLAND.

It's the outcome o: the author's belief that it 
woul) -bo interesting to examina the quilities 
of modern workers. and te soe, in tho firat pluco, 
what improvements can be made in the training 
of employees-to-ba; und secondly. whether any 
means can be taken by which the skill of present 
‘employees may be incrensad. To retuia the 
commercial sipremacy which Gréat Britain 
holds, sbo will have to bring the skill -of 
employer and ¢mployed up to the highert 
possible pitch of proscic 

Mr, Groentvoad says: 
not /Iaim to solve the employment problem, but 
it, in edmpiled with the obj-ct of ventilating 
the subject. First, the balance of supply and 
demand was tasted as regurds certain offices 
workers by means of advertisements inverted in. 
daily papers, und then cirentars ssking various 
acstions were seat. fo leading employers 
throughout the country representing the chief 
industries, The r sults of these edvortixoments 
and replier to the questions are given. in the 
following:’*pages, sad my thanks are.due to the 
firma whose abrervations appear, It war deemed 
advisable, for cbviens reasons to withhold their 
namer throngheut; heneo the trades alone are 
designated.” : : 

A seotion of the pamphlet.gives the roplics 
of employors to the question, "Can you oblain 
compostent employees?” . Altogether sixty-four 
employers representativo of various trades were 
canvassed, and their replies furnish not onty a 


most interesting table of statistics, bat alsa o j. 


sorien of thoughtiul comments. For inatance, in 
regard to janior clerks, the result of the replics 
is summarised as follows :— 

“Thirtoen firma out of fifty-eight are dis- 
satintied with the supply of good jusior clerks. 
Thoro are plenty of applicants for thera. posi- 
tions, bat the majority do vot seem to possess 
the requisite grit to enable them to make the 
moet of their opportunities. When they leave 
school they object to becoming office béys, ood 
x0 loarning work which a‘janior clerk ought to 
know. The averige clerk reads practically no 
literature—the halfpsnny newspipers and ma- 
guzines satisfy him: he smokes whenever he 
con—in the train going to and from business, 
in tho dinnor-bour, in the evening, and, woret 
of all, when he is out making a business call— 
and he spends all his ovenings in spor? or loaf. 
ing, part of which time might profitably be 
apent ot tochnical classes or in private study. 
Thess are the clerks who will look for promotion 
to senior positions and travellers in a few years.” 

Then, ogain, in regard to works managers, 
we hace the following intorosting summary :— 
“Twenty-four firms out of sixty, or 40 per cant , 
fiud o difficulty in getting good works manaiers, 
For this position a man must be capable of con- 
trolling those ander him, and he must’ bave a 
thorough knowledge of all the departmonte in 
bis charge. As with the higher positions in 
offices, the best men are those whom the employ- 
ers have trained themselvas. I¢ is a sigaificant 
fact that in the United States in most casos, 
cepecially in the engineering trades, the heads 
of departments nud works managers aro English 
or Scotch.” 

” But perhaps the most fateresting point of ull 
is that dealing with Trade Unions, which are 
almost universally condemned. Here is what 
Mr. Greenwood has garnered on the subject :-— 
“Do Tradé- Unions help yon as employers P”’ 
Yo thia que tion fifty firma out of fifty-four 
auswor “ No,” one answers “ Yos,’ aud three are 
deublful. T'rade Unions, o8 now constituted, are 
the stumbling Wock in commercial progress. 
Tho firms giving suggestions for means of im- 
proving the skill of employees lay special 
stress on the réatrictions which Trade Daions 
impose upon them. Great Britain cannot 
hold her own in‘ the world’s commorce unless 
thesé restrictions are removed. Employors are 
prevented from. gotting the full quantity of 
work out of a good workman, and from dismis- 
sing 9 bad or drankon workman at short notice,
